substantiate his decision. This new meth- 
od will allow the judge to make note of 
examples right in the guidebook the first 
time through the yearbook, and then he 
can go back through the guidebook and 
see which things are outstanding strengths, 
weaknesses, or adequate jobs simply by 
seeing how many examples of the partic- 
ular items he found. He can work from 
examples to underlining, rather than 
from underlining to examples. Much sim- 
pler. 

X-Press Service 

fee raised 

After a year’s experiment with the X- 
Press Critical Service for high school 
yearbooks, some of the bugs have been 
worked out. 

In the first place, the X-Press Service 
fee has been raised from $5 for 1973 year- 
books to $10 for 1974 yearbooks (in addi- 
tion to membership dues). Increased post- 
al costs and the large number of books 
requesting X-Press Service have necessi- 
tated this increase. Half of the $10 fee 
goes directly to the judge. 

Secondly, the system of deadline dates 
for X-Press books has been eliminated. 
Beginning with the 1974 yearbooks, NSPA 
will mail the X-Press Service rating and 
guidebook to the school in 2-8 weeks 
from the date the yearbook (complete 
with entry blank and pre-paid $10 X- 
Press Service fee) is received at the NSPA 
offices, 

If the yearbook arrives without an en- 
try blank, a blank will be sent to the 
school and the book will be held until the 
completed entry blank is received. 

If the yearbook and entry blank are re- 
ceived but the X-Press Service fee is not 
pre-paid, the yearbook will be entered in 
NSPA’s Regular Critical Service and be 
subject to Regular Critical Service dead- 
lines. Entries for the Regular Spring 
Critical Service are due July 15, and re- 
sults are sent to the schools in September. 
Entries in the Regular Fall Critical Ser- 
vice are due Oct. 30 and results are sent 
out in January. 

If circumstances arise that prevent 
NSPA from sending out X-Press ratings 
within 8 weeks, the X-Press fee will be 
refunded when the guidebook is returned. 

Ratings for X-Press Service yearbooks 
will be published in SEG/C with those of 
books which were received for Regular 
Critical Service at approximately the same 
time.
